For when the Light fell fo obliquely on the Air whi-i 
in other traces was between themes to be all reflead 
it feemed in that place of con tad to be wholly tw 
mitted, infomuch that when looked upon, it appeared 
like a black or dark Spot, by reafon that little or no 
fen fib le Light was refle&ed from thence, as from other 
places; and when looked through it teemed (as it were] 
a hole in that Air which was formed into a thin Plate 
by being comprefied between the G la fles. And th roust! 
this hole Obje&s that were beyond might be feen di- 
ftin&ly, which could not at all be teen through other 
parts of the Glades where the Air was interjacent. Al- 
though the GlafTes were a little convex, yet this tranf- 
parent Spot was of a considerable breadth, which breadth 
feemed principally to proceed from the yielding inwards 
of the parts of the GlafTes, by reafon of their mutual 
preffure. For by preffing them very hard together it 
would become much broader than otherwife. 
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which at firft were fhaped almoft like the l ^ nch ^ Flgt 
as vou fee them delineated in the hilt figure, 
by Continuing the motion of the Pnims, theie !cs ,m- 
creafed and bended more and more about the Lid tranl- 
parent Spot, till tliey were completed into Circles 01 
Rings incompafling it, and afterwards continually grew 

more and more con traced. . 

Thefe Arcs at their firft appearance were ot a violet 
and blue Colour, and between them were white Arcs 
of Circles, which prefently by continuing the motion ot 
the Prifms became a little tinged in their inward Limbs 
with red and yellow, and to their outward Limbs the 
blue was adjacent. So that the order ot thele Colours 
from the central dark Spot, was at that time white, 
blue, violet ; black ; red, orange, yellow, white, blue, 
violet, he. But the yellow and red were much fainter 
than the blue and violet. 

The motion of the Prifms about their Axis being con- 
tinued, thefe Colours contracted more and more, fh tank- 
ing towards the whitenefs on either lide of it, until they 
totally vanifhed into it. And then the Circles in thole 
parts appeared black and white, without any other Co- 
lours intermixed. But by further moving the Prifms 
about, the Colours again emerged out of the whitenefs, 
the violet and blue as its inward Limb, and at its out- 
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
